A WELSH 
Government survey 
into attitudes 
towards parking in 
disabled ‘blue 
badge’ spaces has 
revealed a surpris¬ 
ing difference 
between Bridgend 
and the Vale. 

In the survey, only 
one person in 10 in the 
Vale admitted to parking 
in a ‘blue badge’ dis¬ 
abled space. 

However, in Bridgend 
county borough, four 
times as many - four in 
10 - said that they had 
parked their car in a dis¬ 
abled spot. 

It begs the question: 

‘Are Bridgend people 
more callous than in the 
Vale - or just more hon¬ 
est?’ 

The average around 
Wales was the one in 10 
figure, and the worst 
offenders in Wales were 
found to be between 
45-55; among whom 
one in six confessed that 
they invaded these 
reserved spaces “often”. 

These abuses of the 
‘Blue Badge’ accessible 
parking system emerged 


in a survey of 1,009 peo¬ 
ple, conducted on behalf 
of the Welsh 
Government as part of a 
drive to encourage 
greater respect for the 
parking rights of dis¬ 
abled vehicle users.

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£70,000 EARMARKED FOR MAJOR REPAIRS 

PorthcawPs harbour 
light is set to go LED! 



A RECENTLY-ANNOUNCED 
refurbishment of Porthcawl’s 
19th Century lighthouse will be 
more than a lick of paint - as 
£70,000 has been allocated to do 
major structural work. 

A recent inspection of the Grade II 
listed building revealed that the 
lantern section of the 150-year-old 
lighthouse was suffering from severe 
corrosion and nearing the end of its 
natural life. 

As a result, Bridgend County 
Borough Council (BCBC) has 
obtained permission from Cadw and 


the Welsh Government to carry out a 
full renovation. 

The project will seek to replace the 
corroded lantern housing, provide a 
new access ladder and platform for 
the navigation light and install a new 
£12,000 lamp at the top of the light¬ 
house. 

The new lamp will be a low-energy 
LED device which will incorporate 
red, white and green lenses. 

Located at the end of the breakwa¬ 
ter wall near the harbour area, 
Porthcawl Lighthouse was the last in 
the UK to be powered by coal and 
gas - before it was converted to elec¬ 


tricity in 1997. 

The restoration will use tough, 
durable materials and paints to make 
sure that the works can withstand 
harsh marine weather conditions. 

Deputy Leader David Sage said: 
“When finished, the renovation of 
PorthcawPs historic lighthouse will 
complement the ongoing Porthcawl 
Marina development to form a major 
part of BCBC’s plans for the new 
harbourside area.” 

The work is scheduled to begin on 
September 10 and is expected to take 
up to 10 weeks to complete. 


YOUNG WICK MAN GETS HELP 
- FROM HIS LOCAL CHARITY 


NEW technology - 
and a Wick-based 
charity - have com¬ 
bined to help a dis¬ 
abled young man 
overcome a huge 
problem. 

The Ed Evans 
Foundation, a local char¬ 
ity, has come forward to 
help Seth Jorgensen 
communicate with the 
outside world, by donat¬ 
ing a specially-pro¬ 
grammed I-Pad 

Sol Jorgensen told 
The GEM why the 
device would make such 
a difference to her son, 
Seth. 

She said: “My adult 
son cannot communicate 
verbally. He is bi-lateral- 
ly deaf and we commu¬ 
nicate a lot in Makaton, 
a sign language for those 
who also have a learning 
disablity. 

“The sad thing is that 
most people in our com¬ 
munity, and also those 
who help my son profes¬ 
sionally, do not speak 
this specialist sign lan¬ 
guage. 

“He has been left iso¬ 
lated since leaving his 
local school of 
Heronsbridge, where

To enable this to hap¬ 
pen, the Wick-based Ed 
Evans Foundation has 
stepped in to buy the I- 
Pad. 

Sol said: “This is 
wonderful news. We 
cannot thank them 


enough. It will make 
such a difference to our 
daily life, and Seth’s 
ability to communicate 
with others in his own 
way. 

“It gives an independ¬ 
ence otherwise denied to 
him.” 

Ed Evans was 
young man from Wick, 
who was diagnosed with 
a brain tumour in 2006. 
He started the founda¬ 
tion and worked to raise 
funds for Cancer 
Research Wales and 
brain tumour research. 

Sadly, Ed died in 
October 2007, but since 
then his family and 
friends have continued 
his work. They also 
donate to local good 
causes. 

On behalf of the foun¬ 
dation, Sue Evans said: 
“We are very pleased to 
support Seth, as it was 
always Ed’s wish that 
his charity would help 
people in his local com¬ 
munity.” 

Sol Jorgensen added: 
“The speech therapists 
and support staff at 
Rookwood Hospital do 
wonderful work, and 
this promises to make a 
big difference to Seth’s 
life.” 


Greyhound Rescue 
aims to give Finlay 
a new lease of life 


WHEN Finlay the 
greyhound was 
found on the side 
of the road in 
Bridgend, stagger¬ 
ing in pain from a 
damaged leg, 
things did not look 
good for him. 

Very often grey¬ 
hounds with a broken or 
damaged limb are put to 
sleep straight away. 

After being dropped 
off at a local vet by a 
member of the public, 
the diagnosis looked 
pretty grim for Finlay. 

However, one of the 
veterinary nurses per¬ 
suaded the vet to give 
the injured animal a stay 
of execution, while she 
contacted Greyhound 
Rescue Wales. 

The Welsh greyhound 
charity agreed to help 
Finlay and contacted 
TV vet and canine 
orthopaedic specialist, 
Gareth Field, of St 
James’ Vets in Swansea, 
who agreed to take the 
case on. 

It was a difficult pro¬ 
cedure and required fix¬ 
ing a large metal plate 
into Finlay’s leg, as well 
as taking a bone graft 
from his shoulder. 

The operation was 
only made possible 
because of money raised 
through a sponsored 
event - the Last Hope 
Walk- organised by 
Greyhound Rescue 
Wales. 

The annual event is 
held in memory of “Last 
Hope“ a greyhound that 
was found mutilated and 
left for dead on the side 
of Fochriw Mountain in 
May 2004. 

Everyone’s fingers 
are crossed for Finlay. 
The most difficult part 
of the operation was 
getting enough skin to 
cover the plate and 
swollen wound site. 

If this heals, as 
Gareth hopes, Finlay’s 
prospects are very good.

STAFF and pupils in 
Porthcawl Comprehensive 
School were celebrating last 
week after the GCSE results 
were announced.

AT PENCOED 
Comprehensive 
School, there was 
delight at the best- 
ever GCSE results.

Bridgend and District 
Quiz League’s 40 not out 


WHEN young Litchard 
schoolmaster Jeff North first 
organised a few Bridgend quiz 
teams into the first Bridgend 
Quiz League in the early 
1970s, he could not have 
envisaged that the league he 
founded would still be going 
strongly almost 40 years later, 
making it one of the longest, 
continuous running quizzes in 
the country. 

In those early days, the league 
consisted of just eight teams, mainly 
situated in Bridgend town centre 
itself, quickly joined by two further 
teams from Bridgend Rugby Club. 

Jeff compiled the quiz questions, 
delivered them and collected the 
results, sometimes visiting all the 
venues in a single evening because of 
their close proximity. 

Initially, it had a strong sporting 
element and the competition was 
extremely fierce, the inaugural cham¬ 
pions being the sadly now defunct 
Glanrhyd Social Club. 

In the 1980s, the quiz proved so 
popular that it had expanded to three 
divisions - although it now boasts 
just two. In addition, a knockout 
competition was introduced together 
with the annual Muriel Williams 
Cup, named in honour of a former 
councillor and mayor of Bridgend. 


Although the league attracts sever¬ 
al serious quizzers - for example, the 
2008 Mastermind champion Dave 
Clark - it also has many less serious 
enthusiasts who enjoy the competi¬ 
tion with like-minded people. 

The only criterion for entry to the 
league is that the venue has to lie 
within a radius of 10 miles of 
Bridgend town centre. Matches are 
organised on a home and away basis 
with four members in each team, the 
home side supplying someone to read 
the questions. 

As part of the 40th anniversary 
celebrations, Mark ‘The Beast’ 
Labbett, popular star of ITV’s ‘The 
Chase’, is the guest speaker at the 
Muriel Williams quiz. The registra¬ 
tion evening is at Tondu Railway 
Club on Monday, September 3 at 
8pm. 

The quiz is open to all and there’s 
a free buffet. Mark, who is present¬ 
ing the prizes, is also taking part, 
giving local quizzers the rare oppor¬ 
tunity of pitting their wits against this 
larger than life celebrity!

A local man is tak¬

BBC coverage of 
the Games. 

Ian Ball, from 
Llantwit Major works 
freelance for Goleudy, a 
company based in 
Culverhouse Cross, and

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CATS ADOPTION CENTRE SENDS AN SOS! 


‘Please help us cope 
with our waiting list’

THE pressure is 
mounting on the 
Cats Adoption 
Centre at 
Bryncethin. 

This year has been 
one of the busiest years 
with unwanted cats and 
kittens. We currently 
have over 1,000 waiting 
to bring cats and kittens 
into the centre for 
rehoming, we are in the 
process of partially clos¬ 
ing the waiting list to 
adult cats as this is the 
number of cats we nor¬ 
mally rehome in a year. 

This is the first time 
we have had to take this 
measure since I first 
started managing the 
Adoption Centre 14 
years ago. 

This year, to date we 
have taken in 752 cats 
and kittens, 72 of whom 
were found abandoned 
or dumped in boxes, 
and many of them have 
needed urgent veteri¬ 
nary treatment. 

We have experienced 
a 27 per cent fall in the 
number of cats finding 
new homes during May, 
June and July and this is 
the largest drop for over 
10 years. 

We have over 20 long 
stay cats and kittens in 
the centre, many of 
whom have been with 
us for over four months. 
Some of them are kit¬ 
tens born in the centre - 
this is heart breaking 
and difficult for the 
team at the centre. 
Home seekers: 
TOBIAS and Terrence 
were found abandoned 
in a box in a lane in 
Bridgend. 

They were only three 
weeks old; far too 
young to be away from 
mum. They soaking wet 
and starving hungry. 
They were so content 
after their first bottle 
feed, they just curled up 
and slept on the CCA’s 
arm who was feeding 
them.

are on 

CARDIFF race organisers, who 
had ‘health and safety’ con¬ 
cerns about a Llantwit Major 
dad running with his daughter 
in a buggy, have had a rethink. 

Lyn Thomas raises money for 
the CF Trust on fun runs, and 
takes along 18-month-old Nancy, 
who has cystic fibrosis, to inspire 
her to run in the future and for 
the health benefits it provides. 

Two weeks ago, The GEM 
reported how Lyn and Nancy had 
already completed the TATA 
Cardiff Bay Run earlier in the 
year without any mishap, but the 
organisers of 10k events in 
Cardiff and Swansea said they 
had safety concerns. 

Vale MP, Alun Cairns has 
thanked The GEM for helping to 
publicise Lyn and Nancy’s frus¬ 
tration which has now ended in 
them being able to continue their 
charity raising efforts. 

Organisers of the Cardiff 10k 
and the Cardiff Half Marathon 
have said ‘dad, daughter and 
buggy’ are welcome! 

Lyn said: “I wanted to thank 
The GEM for being so supportive 
of my campaign to be able to take 
part with Nancy in these local fun 
runs and races across south 
Wales.”

The solution has been for Lyn 
to start near the front of the field, 
so he isn’t having to negotiate a 
route with the buggy through the 
larger number of slower runners. 

He explained: “I’ve now been 
accepted for both Cardiff races 
and will be able to discuss my 
starting position with them, so 
that it falls in line with my run 
times. 

“It means that I won’t have to 
try and steer Nancy and the 
buggy around the slower runners. 
That could, of course, have been 
considered a risk. 

“Exercise is not just important 
for Nancy, it is imperative to keep 
her lungs healthy, and may pre¬ 
vent her needing a lung transplant 
at a relatively young age and 
extend her life. 

“I am determined to give her 
every opportunity to enjoy run¬ 
ning, first as passenger and hope¬ 
fully as a runner when she is a lit¬ 
tle older.” 

And there has been even more 
good news for Lyn. 

“I’ve also had six other people 
from Llantwit Major contact me, 
asking if they can join the 
‘Running with Nancy’ team - 
which is fantastic and will help 
raise even more money for the 
CF Trust.”

Lyn is now hoping that an 
agreement can be struck with the 
organisers of the 10k race in 
Swansea. The Vale MP, Alun 
Cairns had taken the matter up 
with race organisers himself. 

Mr Cairns pointed out: “While 
running last year’s London 
Marathon, I was overtaken regu¬ 
larly by many people dressed in 
the most elaborate costumes. 

“Some people were chained 
together and others were running 
in tandem. It is difficult to believe 
that someone pushing a buggy, is 
such a health and safety threat.” 

Mr Cairns said restricting Lyn 
and Nancy’s runs at a time when 
the Olympics and Paralympics 
were enthralling the nation, was 
hardly the best timing. 

He added: “I was delighted to 
hear that both the Cardiff 10K 
and Cardiff Half Marathon organ¬ 
isers are now happy to accommo¬ 
date the request for Lyn and 
Nancy to run with a buggy in 
their events this autumn. 

“Lyn is determined to share the 
enjoyment of running with Nancy 
to help alleviate some of the 
symptoms of her condition, and 
to raise money for charity and 
help change attitudes towards 
cystic fibrosis.”

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WOMAN JAILED FOR 15 MONTHS 

Burglar feels 
remorse after 
stealing from 
elderly couple 


A BURGLAR who raided a 
house in Bridgend became so 
remorseful when she learnt 
that the victims were an elder¬ 
ly couple, that she immediately 
admitted the crime. 

Tammy Jones, 29, told the police: 
“This burglary has bothered me 
because of the age of the people. I’m 
admitting this because they are old.” 

At Cardiff Crown Court, Jones, of 
Heol Dwyrain, Bridgend, was jailed 
for 15 months. 

Jones had admitted a charge of bur¬ 
glary before Vale Magistrates and had 
been committed to the Crown Court 
for sentence. 

Judge Eleri Rees said the burglary 
had “knocked the couple’s confi¬ 
dence” and only one sentence was 
appropriate. 

Prosecutor Sal Salman said that on 
the afternoon of June 1, the couple, 
aged 88 and 89, were in the garden of 
their three-bedroomed, semi-detached 
bungalow, when Jones broke in by 
smashing a glass panel, and opening 
the front door. 

She stole a purse, £120, bank cards, 
a gold chain, two gold rings, and keys. 

“The victims were sitting outside, 
totally oblivious of what was happen¬ 
ing,” said Mr Salman. 

After the burglary, Jones made three 
attempts to withdraw cash using the

bank cards. 

When she was arrested, she said she 
had been taking Valium at the time, 
and sold the rings to a pawn broker in 
Cardiff for £60. 

The locks on all the doors of the 
property had to be changed. 

In a statement, the 89-year-old 
woman said that what occurred was 
frightening, and she was lucky not to 
have confronted the burglar. 

She said she had difficulty sleeping 
and was on edge most of the time. 

She added that her husband suffered 
from Parkinson’s Disease, and she 
hoped the court would deal appropri¬ 
ately with the defendant. 

The court heard that at the time, 
Jones was on bail for shoplifting. 

Her counsel, Jennett Treharne, said 
she had committed burglaries in the 
past as a juvenile. 

Her background was very sad, and 
she began abusing drugs at a young 
age. 

“She is now at a crossroads. At the 
time, she was taking heroin, but no 
longer craves drugs. 

“She was devastated and ashamed 
when she found out that the occupiers 
were elderly people,” she said. 


Firefighters win 
a prestigious 
rescue challenge

THE South Wales 
Fire and Rescue 
Service’s Bridgend 
Extrication Team 
beat off stiff compe¬ 
tition to make a 
clean sweep in a 
prestigious National 
Rescue Challenge, 
hosted by 
Lincolnshire Fire 
and Rescue. 

The national rescue 
event saw teams from 
40 fire and rescue serv¬ 
ices across the country, 
compete in a series of 
simulated rescues 
designed to test their 
skills to the limit. 

Over the two days, 
the teams were chal¬ 
lenged to save casualties 
in a range of mock inci¬ 
dents, as members of 
the public watched all 
the action. 

The main challenge 
involved 50 teams com¬ 
peting to rescue one 
casualty from a car 
crash scenario in 20 
minutes - and then two 
casualties from a car 
crash in 30 minutes. 

A number of obsta¬ 
cles such as other vehi¬ 
cles, lamp posts and 
concrete blocks, were 
incorporated into the 
scenario to make the 


rescue even more chal¬ 
lenging. It was the first 
time all three elements 
in the challenge were 
won by an individual 
team, and it is the sec¬ 
ond time in seven years 
that the Bridgend team 
has been crowned UK 
champions. 

Allyn Hosey, Phil 
May and Andrew 
Morgan won best tech¬ 
nical extrication team. 

Roger Magan and 
Mark Sanderson were 
awarded best medical 
extrication team, and 
Shaun Moody was pre¬ 
sented with best team 
leader. 

Station manager 
Shaun Moody said: “It 
was a total team per¬ 
formance - the extrica¬ 
tion scenarios are the 
kind of situations that 
firefighters are likely to 
come across in their 


day-to-day role, so 
training for those situa¬ 
tions is a regular part of 
what we do. 

“The team is very 
enthusiastic and we 
have put in a lot of extra 
practice to perfect our 
skills, so we can proud¬ 
ly fly the flag for 
Wales.” 

The rope rescue team 
from Malpas Fire and 
Technical Rescue Unit 
were also crowned UK 
champions. 

Coun Tudor Davies, 
chairman of the South 
Wales Fire and Rescue 
Authority, said: 

“I would like to pass 
on my sincere congratu¬ 
lations to both the road 
traffic collision and rope 
rescue teams, for their 
excellent achievements. 

“First in both compe¬ 
titions is a fantastic 
achievement.”

T HE phrase 
that real life 
is stranger 
than fiction is 
never truer than in 
the world of docu¬ 
mentary. 

Since Michael Moore 
showed that there was 
both demand, and in 
turn plenty of box 
office, for cinematically 
released documentaries, 
we’ve seen all forms of 
human life on the big 
screen, from feuding 
arcade gamers to 
youngsters competing in 
spelling bees, and 
everything in between. 

The latest documen¬ 
tary to hit the big screen 
is The Impostor, a film 
by Bart Layton, which 
tells the story of a fami¬ 
ly who are shocked 
when their son, who 
went missing four years 
previously, suddenly 
turns up in Spain; how¬ 
ever all is not as it 
seems, and as the identi¬ 
ty of the son is called 
into question, so too are 
a whole manner of inci¬ 


dents that make the 
reappearance the tip of 
the iceberg... 

Given the paucity of 
original storylines ema¬ 
nating from Hollywood, 
it’s no surprise that cin- 
emagoers are being 
drawn into real-life sto¬ 
ries that offer far more 
than their fictional 
counterparts; so when 
handed a story that 
could have been ripped 
straight from the pages 
of a film, you’re left 
with something a bit 
more intriguing than 
first intended. 

Bart Layton was on 
to a winner when given 
the story of Nicholas 
Barclay, whose disap¬ 
pearance and subse¬ 
quent reappearance as 
the impostor of the title, 
Frederic Bourdin, 
proves to be the tipping 
point of a story that 
goes in some unexpect¬ 
ed directions. 

Layton, who has pre¬ 
viously worked with tel¬ 
evision documentaries, 
is more than comfort¬ 
able within this genre

Two regional AMs press 
the Assembly to set up a 
cancer treatment fund 


WELSH Conservative region¬ 
al AMs Suzy Davies and 
Byron Davies attended the 
launch of a petition calling on 
the Welsh Assembly 
Government to set up a £5 
million cancer treatment fund 
to pay for cancer drugs and 
advanced radiotherapy and 
other treatments for patients 
in Wales. 

Suzy Davies said that many drugs 
routinely given to English cancer 
patients are not available in Wales. 

She said: “Recent independent 
research by the Rarer Cancer 
Foundation found that there are 24 
cancer medicines routinely prescribed 
in England which are not easily avail¬ 
able to patients in Wales. 


“People who are seriously ill with 
cancer should not be having to fight 
to get the treatment they need when 
over the border they would have it 
without question.” 

Byron Davies said that the petition 
was calling for more cancer treat¬ 
ments to be available - not just drugs. 

“There are innovations in radio¬ 
surgery like Cyber Knife and Gamma 
Knife, which people in Wales cannot 
access at all,” he said. “Patients have 
had to go to England. 

“A £5million fund would make all 
these treatments available to either 
save or prolong lives.”

actual story allows, and 
going into the film cold 
is the best way - the 
more you learn through 
the film the greater the 
impact it creates, mov¬ 
ing into unexpected 
directions. Your 
response as a viewer 
will range from 
incredulity that the fam¬ 
ily could ever think that 
Bourdin could be an 
older Barclay, to 
humour as Bourdin 
seemingly gets away 
with his behaviour to 
disgust and concern as 
Layton’s sly reveals 
push the story into a 
new direction. 

Layton is also good 
at passing little in the 
way of judgement on 
his subjects. Their 
behaviour is delivered 
matter-of-factly to the 
viewer who can make 
their own minds up 
about the actions of 
Bourdin and the family 
of Barclay as the story 
progresses. You do get 
the feeling that at times 
Layton is playing the 
dramatic card a little 
heavily, a last act reveal 
intriguing but also feel¬ 
ing ever so slightly 
forced. 

The Impostor is how¬ 
ever a most riveting 
documentary which 
engages on every level, 
and Layton shows him¬ 
self askilled storyteller 
with a most compelling 
narrative. 

VERDICT-An 
incredibly interesting 
documentary which 
feels larger than life at 
times, The Impostor is a 
well-told story that sur¬ 
prises at every turn. 

Well marshalled by Bart 
Layton, it is a film that 
is certainly worth seek¬ 
ing out, and a wonderful 
alternative to the gener¬ 
ic output of Hollywood 
at present. Highly rec¬ 
ommended.

‘Are you enjoying 
your holiday ’ ? 

AM asked this 
question often 
during recess. 
The truth is that 
recess is a change 
of rhythm, the 
chance to catch up 
with people and 
issues locally and, 
best of all, a chance 
to read. 

Every MP is driven 
to distraction by the 
lack of time to read, the 
constant need to look at 
a synopsis, rather than 
in depth analysis, in a 
hectic schedule. 

This summer, I have 
indulged myself with a 
number of books. 
Sherard Cowper Coles’ 
book Cables from 
Kabul details his time 
as British Ambassador 
in Afghanistan and the 
attempts to find a solu¬ 
tion to the impasse in 
the war against the 
Taliban. 

The Defence Select 
Committee, DSC, is to 
carry out an inquiry in 
October into the British 
withdrawal from 
Afghanistan planned 
for 2014 and the book 
is a good background 
reading. 

The analysis of the 
numerous initiatives, 
new campaigns and the 
frustrations of working 
in coalition is never 
dull. 

Also useful for the 
inquiry is Ahmed 
Rashid’s Pakistan On 
The Brink. No one 
understands Pakistan 
and Afghanistan like 
Mr Rashid, a highly 
respected Pakistan jour¬ 
nalist and author of 
three excellent books 
about the region. 

He gave evidence to 
the DSC recently and 
was so clear sighted 
and knowledgeable it 
was a privilege to listen 
to him. 

With almost 40 
nations drawing back 
their forces and equip¬ 
ment through to 2014, 
Pakistan’s road link to 
its port of Karachi is 
critical to movement in 
and out of land-locked 
Afghanistan. 

The road to Karachi 
was closed for several 
months this year during 
a stand-off with the US, 
leaving only the 
Northern Distribution 
Network, which 
involves rail into 
Uzbekistan then road to 
Tajikistan, private ship¬ 
ping companies then 
move equipment 
through Kazakhstan or 
Kyrgyzstan, and on 
through Russia to ports 
in Siberia or on the 
Baltic Sea. 

Each container load 
of goods is estimated to 
cost £20,000 to move. 

Once the coalition 
forces withdraw in 


2014, troops will 
remain as part of the 
NATO Training 
Mission Afghanistan, 
NTMA, there to contin¬ 
ue to build security and 
governance capability. 

As part of the 
Defence Select 
Committee evidence, 
we will be interviewing 
Roderic Braithwaite, 
who wrote the excellent 
Afghantsy, which 
details the Russian 
invasion, war and final 
withdrawal from 
Afghanistan between 
1979-88. 

This excellent book 
shows how ISAF has 
repeated many of the 
Russian mistakes. The 
Najibullah regime left 
in control fell when 
finance ended with the 
disillusion of the Soviet 
Union in 1990 leading 
to the Taliban capture 
of Kabul in 1996. 

It is estimated that it 
will cost £800 million 
for Britain to withdraw 
from Afghanistan and 
we are committed to an 
ongoing package of 
financial aid of £2bil- 
lion, while the US will 
pay up to $4billion per 
year. 

British defence and 
foreign policy is largely 
dictated by our key 
ally, the United States. 
The US Presidential 
election has profound 
implications for the UK 
as the wars in Iraq and 
Afghanistan has 
proven. 

To understand and 
prepare for this year’s 
US Presidential elec¬ 
tion, Race of a Life 
Time by Heilemann and 
Halperin, the story of 
the race between 
Obama, Hilary Clinton 
and John McCain for 
the Whitehouse was 
invaluable. 

Nothing could be 
further from British 
politics than those of 
the US. The money 
involved is eye water¬ 
ing. 

Obama raised 
$750million for his 
2008 campaign and this 
coming election is 
expected to cost $6bil- 
lion. The chapters on 
the selection of Sarah 
Palin and her adven¬ 
tures once she was 
declared John 
McCain’s running mate 
are jaw dropping. 

My present read is 
off on a different tack. 

It is Jimmy Burn’s The 
Land That Lost Its 
Heroes. Burns was a 
journalist with the 
Financial Times based 


in Argentina in the 
years before and during 
the Falklands War in 
1982. His book details 
the political back story 
to the conflict, as well 
as the experiences of 
the Islanders during the 
invasion. 

This year was the 
30th anniversary of the 
war: there are so many 
common denominators. 

There were defence 
cuts, close economic 
ties to states such as 
Argentina and Libya 
that were seen as criti¬ 
cal and a belief that the 
US would offer uncon¬ 
ditional support. 

The US support did 
eventually come and 
some of the defence 
cuts were shelved, but 
here we are 30 years 
later, back with cuts

Harriet Thomas, 
speaking on behalf of the 
organising team back in 
Porthcawl, told The 
GEM: “Before the boys 
set off on the ride, the 
appeal had raised 
£10,500, and we are aim¬ 
ing for £16,000 to pro¬ 
vide the caravan in 
Trecco Bay. 

Harriet added: “We 
see it as a gift from the 
town of Porthcawl to the 
children - because so 
many people in the town 
have supported our 
appeal.” 

She said that other 
fundraising events had 
been held in the mn up to 
the cycle ride, including 
an 80s night in the Grand 
Pavilion in May. 

Another big event - 
‘Music in the Marquee’ 
at the Hi-Tide Inn - is 
scheduled for September 
21 . 

Harriet added: “We 
have had great support 
today from the Atlantic 
Hotel, which has hosted 
the welcome home 
evening, and has 
arranged a number of 
fundraising activities here 
tonight.” 

The four-day cycling 
challenge meant covering 
an average of just under 
100 miles a day, starting 
in Porthcawl on the 
Thursday (August 23) 
and finishing on the 
Sunday. The riders were 
all reasonably fit but, cru¬ 
cially, not necessarily in 
training for long-distance 
cycling. 

One rider, Christian 
Evans told The GEM: 
“The worst thing was the 
following morning. 

“It took almost two 
hours just to get the mus¬ 
cles loose again after the 
efforts of the previous 
day.” 

In fact, it is a dead cert 
that the riders could not 
have completed the ride 
in four days without the 
three-man support team. 

Brothers Brett and 
Neil Morgan were driv¬ 
ing the van (provided by 
the VW Sinclair Group) 
which carried spare bikes 
and replacement parts, 
while physio Gerwyn 
Hopkins was kept very 
busy massaging tired legs 
in the evening, and then 
again the following 
morning. 

Gerwyn told The 
GEM: “I was intending 
to be on the ride, but I 
suffered a stress fracture 
of my ankle while train¬ 
ing.” 

Neil Morgan said: “I 
think Gerwyn ended up 
working harder than the 
cyclists, as he was work¬ 
ing non-stop on their 
aching leg muscles.” 

Gerwyn said that he 
had spent two hours 
every evening massaging 
legs, and another hour or 
so each morning. 

He said: “James Lott 
and Paul Downes jnr 
were both struggling with 
knee injuries, but they 
were determined to fin¬ 
ish. 

“In fact, on the final 
day, Paul left 90 minutes 
before the rest of the 
group because he was 
afraid that he would slow 
them down. He rode the 
route solo until they 
caught him about 20 



miles from Porthcawl.” 

With around 100 miles 
to cover every day, the 
riders would wake early 
so that Gerwyn could go 
to work on stiff leg mus¬ 
cles. 

After a large breakfast, 
they would on the road 
by 8am, aiming to cover 
30 miles before stopping 
for a mid-morning drink 
and snack. 

Lunch at around 
1.30pm was devoted to 
eating a lot in a short 
time. Neil Morgan 
explained: “The riders 
needed to take in around 
7,000 calories a day, so 
our job was to take the 
van to the nearest super¬ 
market and stock up on 
pasta, chocolate bars, 
bananas and energy 
drinks. 

“They ate that quickly, 
and covered another 50 
miles in the afternoon.” 

They had to deal with 
some torrential rain dur¬ 
ing the ride, and also 
some long climbs that 
really made the legs suf¬ 
fer. 

Well over 100 people 
were at the Atlantic Hotel 
to welcome the riders, 
and they were greeted 
with a huge cheer. 

Celebrations went on 
into the evening, and a 
raffle and silent auction 
took place. 

Harriet Thomas said: 
“Just through the raffle 
and silent auction, a total 
of £1,500 was raised on 
the night, which was fan¬ 
tastic! 

“Also, the riders will 
be collecting their spon¬ 
sorship money over the 
next two weeks. Together 
with the next fundraising 
evening on September 21 
at the Hi-Tide, we are 
well on our way to reach¬ 
ing our target. ”

DO BRIDGEND DRIVERS 
ABUSE BLUE BADGES?

With the Paralympic Games 
only a week away, the initiative 
was also supported by legendary 
Paralympic athlete, Baroness 
Tanni Grey Thomson, and 
Porthcawl’s Paralympic cyclist, 
Simon Richardson. 

It follows the recent introduc¬ 
tion of new-style blue badges for 
legitimate users of blue badge 
spaces. 

The badge contains additional 
security features to help the 
authorities identify improper use 
and prevent forgeries, and is free 
across Wales but not in England 
and Scotland. 

The Welsh Government has 
stated its intention to crack 
down on the so called ‘space 
invaders’ who either park in a 
designated space without a blue 
badge or use a badge fraudulent¬ 
ly- 

The results of the survey also 
revealed strong public support 
for tougher policing of the sys¬ 
tem. 

Nearly 70 per cent of respon¬ 
dents in the Vale and in 
Bridgend said it was never 
acceptable to park in an accessi¬ 
ble space without a permit. 

In the Vale, 12 per cent 
argued that it is acceptable if 
someone is in a hurry or only 
wants to stay a few minutes. 
Surprisingly, in Bridgend county 
borough, only three per cent 
agreed with this. 

More than a third of those 
questioned in the Vale said ille¬ 


gal users of these spaces should 
be clamped or towed away, 
while in Bridgend, only 11 per 
cent felt that way. 

Although the new-style 
badges are issued by local coun¬ 
cils, they are linked to a new 
UK database of eligible users. 
This makes it much easier for 
police and parking wardens any¬ 
where in the country to verify 
whether or not a badge is being 
used legitimately. 

Baroness Grey-Thomson 
backed the tightening-up of the 
system and said she was keenly 
aware of the problems caused by 
abusers, even though they con¬ 
stitute only a minority of the 
motoring public. 

She said: “I think this issue 
has got worse and gradually the 
problem has become more wide¬ 
spread over the years. People do 
cheat the system.” 

The multiple Paralympic 
medal winner, who is a wheel¬ 
chair user, said she has personal¬ 
ly experienced the problem. 

She explained: “I need the 
space to open my car door wide 
enough to get my wheelchair out 
and yet people use the bays 
when they shouldn’t.” 

Fellow Paralympic medal 
winner and Beijing record 
breaker Simon Richardson from 
Porthcawl says that the problem 
is everywhere and it’s rising. 

He said: “Generally, the issue 
is the same everywhere you go. 
If there is a space, people use it 
no matter what it’s for. 

“People are just jumping out 


of their car, running out into the 
supermarket and not thinking 
before they use the spaces. 

There is a definite need to tight¬ 
en the rules.” 

The Minister for Local 
Government and Communities, 
Carl Sargeant, said “The new 
and more secure Blue Badge is 
designed to prevent misuse of 
these permits and reduce illegal 
parking in these spaces general¬ 
ly- 

“The survey shows there is 
strong public support for this. 
While only a small minority 
break the rules, they can make 
life a misery for many disabled 
vehicle users. We need to stamp 
out this practice.” 

In Wales, there are around 
230,000 Blue Badges in use and 
2.5 million across the UK. An 
official UK Government report 
has pointed to widespread abuse 
of the system, either through 
forgery of badges or use of real 
badges by those not entitled to 
use them. 

The report estimated that 
fraudulent or improper use of 
these badges also costs the UK a 
total of £46million a year in 
parking fee evasion. 

Introduction of the new-style 
blue badges began in April this 
year and they will be issued to 
all eligible users as their existing 
permits fall due for renewal over 
the next three years.

now offers greater customer choice than ever 
before,” he adds. 

Despite the smaller capacity and reduced emis¬ 
sions, the new engine produces the same power as 
the outgoing 2.4-litre engine. Performance remains 
similar, too, though the top speed has been raised to 
90mph, compared to 82mph for the previous ver¬ 
sion. 

In Indus silver the riveted aluminium Defender 
90 XS Station Wagon tested looks “like a sardine 
can”, according to a work colleague - an unfair and 
unjustified remark, I say. I feel it’s particularly 
striking, while also being hugely practical as its 
body will remain rust free for many years to come. 
It’s quite incredible how the design has remained 
virtually unchanged since its introduction all those 
years ago. 

This three-door vehicle has a very loyal follow¬ 
ing. In much the same way as motorhome drivers 
wave at each other so do, I am pleased to report, 
Land Rover Defender drivers, too. 

It makes such a pleasant change to the aggres¬ 
sive competition that is prevalent on Britain’s roads 
today. 

Inside, you are transported to a bygone era - 
again few changes have been made over the last 64 
years. It’s really refreshing. I sat in the driver’s seat 
for a good 10 minutes trying to figure out where to 
slot the ignition key. 

It’s on the left of the steering wheel and rather 
than turning it away from you, the driver has to 
turn it towards them. 

Space between the front occupants and their 
doors is tight, too, meaning that resting arms on the 
door frame isn’t particularly comfy. 

There aren’t any airbags either and the dash is 
given to practicality rather than design, but it’s 
attractive in a Tonka toy sense of the word. 

The passenger grab bar is certainly appreciated 
by my wife during our cross-country jaunt. Its 
windscreen wipers remind me of an old Mini or a 
classic car of that era, quite small and slow. 

These could be improved for serious offroaders, 

I feel, who need wipers more capable of removing 
mud from the screen, but if there haven’t been any 


complaints over the decades, then who am I to 
question? 

Modem Land Rovers get carpets and leather- 
trimmed seats. The test model is even fitted with air 
con, electric windows and a CD player. 

The Defender will seat four adults in comfort 
and the rear seats incorporate an easy-to-use spring- 
assisted fold mechanism, useful when they need to 
be moved out of the way for carrying large or awk¬ 
ward loads. 

Driving a Land Rover is an entirely unique expe¬ 
rience. Thankfully, there is power steering these 
days but the handbrake is awkwardly placed at the 
side of the driver’s left leg, requiring them to lean 
forward to operate it, quite a chore when perform¬ 
ing a hill start. 

The 2.2-litre diesel unit is vocal and the stereo 
has to be turned up to drown it out. Apparently, the 
lower first gear provides a low crawl speed, making 
towing on-road and off-road easier. When making a 
gear change on the six-speed manual box there is a 
very distinctive sound as the gears slot into place. 
Generally, gear changes are stiff rather than 
smooth. 

Bear in mind that the previous week I was test¬ 
ing a top-of-the-range Range Rover Autobiography 
where everything was electrically operated and 
adjusted. 

Driving the much more basic Land Rover is an 
absolute contrast, as you will see at testdrives.biz. 
But in many ways it is a more enjoyable driving 
experience as there are fewer bells and whistles. 

Although it’s permanent four-wheel drive, the 
high ratio for road driving and low ratio for off- 
roading are manually operated by a lever next to 
the gearbox and that’s generally all the Land Rover 
driver has to worry about. 

This lever can be changed at speeds of up to five 
mph, and the Land Rover will travel at up to 40 
mph when in low ratio, making it a formidable 
vehicle and an absolute must during amber weather 
warnings, which hit the UK during the test. 

It’s interesting to note that the Defender’s facia is 
based on a single, large moulding supported on a 
robust steel rail to help eliminate squeaks and rat¬ 




tles and this seems to work very well indeed. 

A 60-litre fuel tank sees the Land Rover cover 
around 330 miles from full and you can see why 
hardened Land Rover enthusiasts fit a second tank 
to enhance its range. 

Overall, though, it is easy to see why the keenly- 
priced Land Rover Defender is so popular.

AFTER almost 10
